Passage of the $39,000,000 water bonds to bring in a 
new supply was a second step. Passage of the $26,000,000! 
bonds to acquire a distribution system will be the third step. 

At present water bills are paid to a private corporation 
with one hand and taxes to carry the expenses of the District 
and the cost of the Mokelumne water project with the other. 
By carrying the bond issue today tax bills can be eliminated 
so far as the water project is concerned. Water bills will be 
paid to ourselves. 

Water from the Pardee Dam can be delivered at the doors 
of the District in about two and a half years. But the doors 
will be closed against receiving the benefits from it until the 
distribution system is municipally owned. 

The East Bay Water company’s income for this year is 
estimated at $4,500,000. With.this sum, the interest of $3,- 
000,000 could be paid on the $60,000,000 the Mokelumne 
and the distributing system will cost, $1,500,000 would be left 
over for other expenses of the district. 

In other words, if the District, instead of the Water ! 
Company enjoyed the monopoly of distributing water to the 
people, those people would be paying to themselves instead of | 
the Water Company, the $4,500,000 the Company will collect | 
this year. 

There are only two ways by which the District can get a 
distributing system. One is by buying the distributing system 
of the East Bay Water Company—if it can be secured at a 
The other is by building one, at a cost of 
$26,000,000. *
